AN ACT to organize the Militia of the State of Florida, 1846 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- 
iatives of the State of Florida in General Assembly convened, That 
every ablebodied free white male inhabitant of the State, between persons liable 
the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, who has resided in the same to perform mi- 
four weeks in time of peace, and ten days in time of war, shall be litia duty. 
enrolled and liable to perform militia duty, except clergymen and 
ferrymen, and such persons as are exempted by the laws of the Uni. 
ted States. 

Sec. 2. The militia shall be divided into two divisions, four Ow militiate 
brigades, fourteen regiments, and twenty-eight battalions. The pe divided 
militia west of Suwannee river, shall compose the first division; an 
the militia east of the said river, shall compose the second division.
